The Present Laodicean Church (Part I) 



Wars and rumors of wars, increasing earthquake activity, volcanoes 
erupting, bizarre weather, strange signs in the skies. Most discerning 
Christians these days recognize that we are in the end times spoken of 
in the Bible. You would think that with such obvious signs all around us 
that the church would be in spiritual combat readiness mode, but you 
would be wrong. In the book of Revelation we are given a glimpse of 
the end times church, it is called Laodicean. 

La-odi-cean : one who is indifferent or lukewarm, esp. in 
religion. 

God has been putting on my heart to write a series of messages on the current Laodicean church. Tragically, I 
know that these warnings will be largely ignored by this slumbering church As such I believe this will stand as a 
testimony as to why God has done the things that He is about to do. I am not a prophet, I have simply been 
studying the God's Word and reveal what it clearly says: 

Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill you: and ye shall be hated 
of all nations for my name's sake. And then shall many be offended, and shall betray 
one another, and shall hate one another. And many false prophets shall rise, and shall 
deceive many. 
Matthew24:9-ll (KJV)D 

Few pastors have been preparing their flocks for the coming suffering and persecution that Jesus in Matthew 24 
says is coming. And as bad as that is, pastors have also been negligent by allowing a compromised 'Love 
Gospel" to take over. And finally, many in the churches have been lulled into a deep spiritual sleep by both false 
assurances of their salvation being guaranteed, and promises that they will be "raptured" before any time of 
suffering. As a direct result there are some self-professed Christians out there that are living in sin, believing that 
some profession of faith made years prior will be their "Get out of Hell Free" card that they will wave in Christ's 
face on Judgment day! I will show in God's Word that salvation is not assured but rather "worked out with fear 
and trembling" (Phillppians 2:12 KJV). 

Be not deceived; God is not mocked: for whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap. 

Galatians 6:7 (KJV) O 

As horrible as these pastors sins are, we are all accountable directly to Christ for our actions. Ours is a personal 
relationship with Christ, as individuals. On Judgment Day there will be no pointing to other men and saying "I'm 
with him". And quite frankly, if your pastor is negligent in these areas don't be too sure that you want to go where 
they are going.

Denying the Power thereof - The Love Gospel 



The fear of the LORD is the beginning of knowledge: but fools despise wisdom and 
instruction. 

Proverbs 1:7 (KJV) O 

When was the last time you've heard a sermon that made you quake in your boots with fear of God? Some 
would say never, and that is a disgrace. The Bible has much to say about fearing the Lord, yet few preach on it 
for fear of offending people! Many have been nursed on nothing but anemic glimpses of God's love without a 
mention of His hatred of sin and power to put the unbeliever in Hell at any moment. The result is a weak, 
ineffective Christian. 

In the mid 18th century during a church period called "The Great Awakening" a preacher named Jonathan 
Edwards preached a sermon called "Sinners in the Hands of an Angry God" Such was the vision of Hell 
conjured up by this sermon that it caused many to wail with fear. Today some would say that such a sermon is 
heavy-handed, cruel, an unrealistic view of God or even hate speech. They would be wrong. Yes, God is a God 
of love, but we must fear and respect His power and authority and 'work out our salvation with fear and 
trembling' (Philippians 2:12 KJVO). 

Having a form of godliness, but denying the power thereof: from such turn away. 
2 Timothy 3:5 (KJV)© 

The power spoken of here is God's power to put the unrepentant sinner in Hell at any moment. Every breath, 
every beat of our hearts is a gift from Him When this power of God to put us in Hell is denied (or not taught), 
the direct result is that the fear of Him subsides. And once God is no longer feared the door is opened for all 
sorts of apostate teachings and false prophets. People freely reinterpret scripture to suit their sinful lifestyles, 
indeed the Bible itself is reinterpreted. People feel free to do things their way. They make their own rules, their 
own Christ. 

God's forgiveness and love for the sinner is an essential part of the salvation message. However, they are 
conditional on our repentance and obedience. Complete provision for forgiveness of all our sins was made by 
Jesus at the cross, but the transaction is not completed until we repent of our sins. 

For there shall arise false Christs, and false prophets, and shall shew great signs and 
wonders; insomuch that, if it were possible, they shall deceive the very elect. 
Matthew 24:24 (KJV) © 

False Christs can take different forms. Any person, organization or ministry that presents a false gospel, (even if it 
is just a little off or leaves out just a little) is essentially presenting you a with false Christ. The 'love gospel" Christ 
is a Christ that just needs someone to love Him, like a some poor, pitiful puppy. So desperate for you that He 
doesn't care if you keep on willfully sinning, as long as you "accept Him". "Won't you accept Him? He loooooves 
you!" Hear the words of Christ: 

I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish. 
Luke 13:3 (KJV) © 

Jesus could not be any more clear: If you have not repented, you are going to Hel There is no salvation without 



repentance. No matter how many good deeds you do, no matter how often you go to church, no matter if you 
are pastor of a church! God's love for us is so great that He sent His son Jesus to die for our sins. The price has 
already been paid, but we complete the transaction by repenting. From that point we are to work out our 
salvation with fear and trembling, by praying, and reading God's Word. When we are tempted to sin we are to 
remember God's divine right to place us in Hell and the great price that was paid. If we stumble we are to ask 
forgiveness and repent. It is not a one-time event, but an ongoing process.
